One of his earliest 
publications, in 1829, was ‘A Few Words in Favour of our 
Roman Catholic Brethren,” and in 1836 he published ‘ Obser- 
vations on Religion and Education in Treland.”’ 

On the death of Dr. Bathurst, in 1837, Dr. Stanley was 
elected to the vacant sce. He did not take the office without 
misgivings. He used to relate with pleasantness of his now 
mourning widow, that, when invited to assume this important 
post in the church, Mrs, Stanley recommended him not to take 
it, telling him he was an excellent parish priest, but would 
make a bad bishop; and it is probable that his lady felt they 
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enjoyed a happiness in their quiet domestic life which they 
could scarcely expect to be increased in a wider sphere. 

In addressing the clergy after his inauguration into the 
episcopal office, his lordship spoke in these feeling and con- 
ciliatory terms of his late charge, and of the course which he 
had marked out for himself, and from which we are not aware 
that he was in any instance known to depart :— 

‘For thirty years, for upwards of thirty years, I have been a 
humble minister in a rural and distant caren? In that parish I 
had formed dear ties that will last as long as life exists. For thirt 
years I have lived amongst beings become as dear as relatives.

The beer 
or wine is then said to have become sour. In good vinegar

ache best vinegar contains about five parts of this acid in 
the hundred, and which when pure (that is to say, when these 
five parts are separated from the remaining ninety-five of 
water, &c.) is intensely sour, and Exe) acrid as to blister the skin 
if applied to it. ‘‘Aromatic vinegar ’ is this acid rendered 
agreeable by sweet-smelling herbs. 

Good vinegar has a brownish colour, a cooling, agreeable, 
acid taste, and a pungent odour, It is often adulterated by 
means of ‘vitriol,’ which has a most powerfully acid taste, 
This is done to give the vinegar a false strength. But all 
vinegars sold at the shops contain a small quantity of 
vitriol, the makers being compelled to add one part of vitriol to 
each thousand of vinegar. This is done to prevent the vinegar 
being contaminated with lead from the pewter measures, &¢,, 
into which it is often put; for pewter, being chiefly made of 
lead, there would be constant danger of the vinegar becoming 

oisonous ; the vitriol prevents this by rendering the lead quite 
insoluble in the acid. ; 

There has been much said about the dangerous practice of 
making pickles in copper pans, and too much caution cannot 
be observed in such matters ; but, as it is often more convenient 
to use copper vessels than any others, it is as well to know 
that, when certain precautions are observed, no harm can arise 
from the use of copper; that is to say, the copper should be 

erfectly clean and bright, and a wooden spoon should invariably

and expense, and which, we think, must carry 
conviction to every well-informed and disinte- 
rested mind, 

We have before mentioned that the average 
mortality of the metropolis is annually 52,000, or 
in five years (the shortest term required for the 
proper decomposition of bodies) 260,000 ; and 
that the spaces appropriated for London burial 
could only contain 100,000 bodies; it follows 
that, in the above space of time, 150,000 bodies 
remain to be disposed of ‘or, in other words, 
uninterred.”” 

“The proper average of burials is 136 per acre 
annually. This simple fact will give an idea of 
what must take place, when either cupidity, ne- 
cessity, or neglect increases this average from 
136 to 3073, which is the number buried an- 
nually, per acre, in the burying-ground of St. 
John’s, Clerkenwell. 

‘There are 182 parochial graveyards in Lon- 
don; of these only 48 are confined within the 
proper limit of 136 burials to the acre.”

ecomposition, would be mest injurious to the public health. I 
epeat that such material being constantly upturned, and offered in 
successive surfaces to the atmuspheve, establishes 4 charge of great 
ind gross dereliction of duty and obligation ; but as, in addition to 
iaily and nightly practices the most scandalous and depraved, a 
systematic and unjustifiable process of rapid consumption of human 
sodies had been for many years in full and unchecked operation.” 

It must be evident to every one that this immense accumu- 
lation of bodies enclosed in coffins must, if fair play is allowed, 
add materially to the height of the surface of the burial- 
srounds. We have from numerous examples selected the 
churchyards of Old St. Pancras and St. Bride’s in Fleet-street. 
It will be seen that the present surface of the ground has been 
raised considerably above its original level. Now, at Spafields

Ob limited space will not permit us to enter into a particular

fever, but the circumstance is beyond dispute. : 

We are sure that many of our readers will be surprised at 
the narrowness of the entrance to St, Dunstan’s-in-the- West 
burial-ground in Fetter-lane, This ground is completely sur- 
rounded by narrow lanes, densely populated. In many of the 
London grayeyards are school-rooms for young children—we 
will instance St. Andrew’s, Holborn, and the Cross-bones 
burial-ground at St, Saviour’s. Not many days since we saw 
in the former-mentioned grayeyard, close to the windows and 
doors of the school, two open graves—one nearly filled with 
bodies, the other, twenty-six feet deep--preparing for the recep- 
tion of mere, In the Cross-bones burial-ground are two school- 
rooms, one for boys and the other for girls, The subject of our 
EXGRAVING-~ another burial-ground, St. Saviour’s—telis_ its 
own history, An asylum for aged people, in a close neigh- 
bourhood, surrounding a well-filled graveyard, at one end of 
which is a burial-vault, Old age, like youth, requires pure air 
to continue existence. On this part of the subject Mr. Walker 
observes t— 

“I may remark that, although the strong and full-grown may 
live (although they cannot know the pleasure of existence) in a 
deteriorated atmosphere, the young and weakly perish by thou- 
sands.

Children breathe nearly twice as quick as the 
adult-—-the heart beats many times as often, The deleterious at- 
mosphere which they respire is, therefore, presented to their lungs 
twice as often; their blood receives a double dose of the poison, 
whilst their powers of resistance are weaker, and their nervous 
susceptibility is much greater than that of their parents. A child’s 
blood is in a constant state of change, perhaps more frequently 
than that of an adult; and for this simple reason, that the body is 
inastate of progressive development. ‘This, in conjunction with 
the circumstances which I have detailed to you, and the inspiration 
of a specific poison pee Pereaone the lower strata of the atmosphere, 
will, in my opinion, fully account for the fact which I have years 
since demonstrated, that children are the truest (barometrical) 
indices of the sanitary condition of crowded neighbourhoods; that 
the acute exanthemata (namely, scarlatina, measles, &c.), the 
atock of all such localities, in the present shamefully-neglected 
condition of the earth’s surface and sub-surface, find in them the 
earliest, the most interesting, and the most suffering victims.”

investigation, it is that of English literature. On this subject 
we give an extract from a lecture delivered by Mr, Kingsley at 
Queen’s College, which, brief as it is, is more to the purpose, 
and more full of suggestive ideas, than any we remember to 
have read :-—‘ Teach, then, the young, by an extended know- 
ledge of English literature, thoroughly to comprehend the 
English spirit—thoroughly to see that the English mind has 
its peculiar calling on God's earth, which alone, and no other, 
it can fulfil. Teach them thoroughly to appreciate the artistic 
and intellectual excellences of their own country, but by no 
means in a spirit of narrow bigotry, ‘Tell them fairly our 
national faults—teach them to unravel those faults from our 
national virtues—-and then there will be no danger of the pre- 
judived Englishwoman becoming, by a sudden revulsion, an 
equally prejudiced cosmopolite--an electric—as soon as she 
discovers that her own notion does not monopolize all human 
perfection, and so trying to become German, Italian, French 
woman all at once—a heterogeneous chaos of imitations, very 
probably with the faults of all three characters and the graces 
of none, God has given us our own prophets—-our own 
heroines. ‘T'o recognise those prophets, to imitate those hero- 
ines, is the duty which lies nearest to the Englishwoman, and 
therefore the duty which God intends her to fulfil,

Among the celebrated cathedrals of the Continent few surpass 
that of Strasburg in magnificence of construction. It took 400 
cars building, and was consecrated in the fifteenth century, 
Wambere must have spent the power of their genius or talent in 
the accomplishment of this great work, It is to be regretted that 
history has not transmitted to posterity a more faithful summary of 
its progress.

John was the old man’s strength, and Sabine his soul: with the 
one he dared to undertake, with the other he was happy to execute, 
Both were gifted from on high, and caused the elements of sculp- 
ture to obey their thoughts. Sabine was one of God's rarest works: 
her beauty equalled her mental perfections; and both combined 
made their gentle influence bo felt by all around; and to many of 
the young architects and sculptors under her father’s orders a smile 
from her was a powerful reward for exertion, Two amon them 
had dared to raise their pretensions higher, and had deolaved them- 
selves rivals for her fayour. One was a Silesian, named Bernard 
yon Sunder; the other a Frenchman, born at Koulogne, and whose 
name was Polydore. They were equally skilled in the use of the 
encil and chisel; but their characters differed as widely as the 
empest differs from the calm. Bernard was humble, respectful, 
and submissive to his superiors, and lived in the fear and love of 
God; Polydore was, on the contrary, proud aud arrogant, and rebel-

Genius is not necessarily voluminous ; and those who have 
read the brief and touching story, so exquisitely blended with 
humour, which lies now before us in a new form, will admit 
that the name of Washington Irving would have been worth 
remembering though he had written nothing else, The rust 
fowling-piece, the old half-starved dog, the knot of village 
politicians, and the inheritor of the hero’s “shape, make, and 
vices,” are in the best style of the literary sketch—rapid, 
genial, and living. 

If the American Art-Union has done well in selecting this 
beautiful tale for presentation to their subscribers, they have 
shown judgment in choosing Mr. Darley to supply the illus- 
trations, ‘The return of Rip after his twenty poe sleep in the 
mountains is very feelingly told; it is, perhaps, the best of 
the engravings, probably because the artist has had to deal 
with a single idea, But throughout, the hero ig beautifully 
interpreted ; leaning with complacent air against the door- post 
whilst his shrew assails him, and quietly stufling the tobacco 
into his pipe ; or testing the navigable qualities of the bont he 
has made for his childrenin a tub. This is really a fine effort ;

that of the prisoner’s first wife—The Recorder, in passing sentence, said it 
was a great aggravation of the offence that had been committed by the 
prigoner that he had induced his wife to bea party to such a profligate and 
disgraceful proceeding as the alleged sale, and to induce her to believe that 
the solemm contract which they had originally entered into could be broken 
by any such act. Under any circumstancas it was a great public offence for 
a man to go through the ceremony of marriage with another woman while 
his wife was living; and in this case, as he before stated, the act had been 
aggravated by the profligate conduct of the prisoner with reference to the

of the Rev. Oswald Leycester, by whom he leaves a family of 
three sons and two daughters, his eldest son being a captain 
in the navy. During his residence at Alderley he devoted 
himself to scientific pursuits, and his attainments in various 
branches of science were extensive. Zoology and ornitholog 
were favourite studies, and his ‘* Familiar History of British 
Birds” has long been a popular work. The late bishop also 
appeared as an author on other subjects. One of his earliest 
publications, in 1829, was ‘© A Few Words in Favour of our 
Roman Catholic Brethren,” and in 1835 he published ‘ Obser- 
vations on Religion and Education in Treland.”’ 

On the death of Dr. Bathurst, in 1837, Dr. Stanley was 
elected to the vacant see. He did not take the office without 
misgivings. He used to relate with pleasantness of his now 
mourning widow, that, when invited to assume this important 
post in the church, Mrs. Stanley recommended him not to take 
it, telling him he was an excellent parish priest, but would 
make a bad bishop; and it is probable that his lady felt they 
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enjoyed a happiness in their quiet domestic life which they 
could scarcely expect to be increased ina wider sphere. 

In addressing the clergy after his inauguration into the 
episcopal office, his lordshi spoke in these feeling and con- 
ciliatory terms of his late charge, and of the course which he 
had marked out for himself, and from which we are not aware 
that he was in any instance known to depart :— 

“ For thirty years, for upwards of thirty years, I have been a 
humble minister in a rural and distant parish. In that parish I 
had formed dear ties that will last as long as life exists. For thirt 
years I have lived amongst beings become as dear as relatives. 
nave superintended their education whilst young; I have enjoyed 
the friendship of some in maturer years ; ana some I have followed, 
with the intimacy and affection ofa relative, to the grave. ou 
know how sacred are the ties formed between a minister and his 
flock, and ean enter into my feelings. You can well understand 
the bitterness-of parting from those with whom such a connection 
has been so long established. This day has been the dawn ofa 
brighter period, and till this day I have never felt anything like

consolation for the sacrifice I had made.” His lordship proceeded Five stags were brou 


to say that there was one subject on which he had never spoken to 
his late parishioners, and he trusted it was the first and last time 
that the word would pass his lips in any public meeting--he meant 
that of politics. He had never spoken to them on political sub- 
jects; he left them free as air. He did not deny that he had his 
opinions. From his earliest youth he had adopted them, because 
he conceived that they tended to the welfare of the people, the 

rosperity of the country, and, indirectly, to the glory of God; and 
fe was sure those were reasons, however they might differ from 
his conclusions, which they would approve, 

Charity and science will suffer much from his lordship’s 
death, He was the active promoter of both; there was scarcely 
a charitable institution in the eity which he did not support, 
as well by his countenance and active exertions, as by his 

urse; and the scientific societies also found him a zealous 
riend, His family zealously seconded his own efforts. The 
school mainly supported by Miss Stanley has effected great 

ood in the city; many a poor girl has, through its agency, 
Deed placed in 4 respectable way of living; and the rate-payers 
have experienced its influence, for every year several females 
were taken out of the workhouse, and trained to pursuits of 
useful industry, under Miss Stanley’s guidance. The Clothing 
Society, by encouraging habits of saying and frugality amongst 
the poor, had also a beneficial influence, The late bishop was 
liberal in his politics, conciliatory to Dissenters, and attached 
tothe church, He was also the friend of art; he supported 
the School of Design, as well as institutions purely scientific ; 
and the friendship and patronage he extended to Mile, Lind 
are too recent to require more than this incidental mention, 

He was fluent, and an impressive speaker—at times eloquent 
and almost poetic in his language. On topics on which he 
felt strongly he dilated with an earnestness which convinced 
the hearers of his sincerity, His mind was remarkably active ; 
indeed, as a contemporary observes, it might almost be termed 
restless, 

Tho respect in which Dr. Stanley was held by the citizens 
of Norwich was evidenced by the closing of the shops. Very 
few persons, except the members of the Society of Friends, 
omitted this mark of sympathy and respect, which will not be 
discontinued till after the funeral. 

Ilis lordship was clerk of the closet to the Queen, president 
of the Linnean Society, and one of the commissioners appointed 
in 1848 to inquire into the state of the British Museum, His 
elder brother was, in 1830, raised to the peerage, by the 
dignity of Baron Stanley, of Alderley, in the county of Chester,

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Tt ig now understood that, by the request of the President, Gene- 
ral Rostolan will retain the command at Rome, The ultimatum

A little more news from Rome ; la voici:—The singer, Madame 
Rebussini, had been loudly applauded for some time past by the 
French who crowd the Argentina Theatre. The rondeau of Marino 
Falivro one evening ex ited the most enthusiastic applause, in the 
midst of which a French captain threw a bouqnet on the stage 
from his box, ‘The singer did’ not pick it up, but «s.soon as she 
had retired behind the scenes she sent a servant to pick it up; she 
reappeared afterwards, but without the bouquet. The French 
officers were offended at this, and resolved upon revenge for the 
affront, The next evening the theatre was nearly full of French ; 
there were only about one hundred Romans in the pit, and very 
few in the boxes, which had almost all been taken by the Frenchi. 
After the rondeau, the bouquet, as before, fell before the feet 
of the singer, who made her exit without picking it up. Imme- 
diately the 'rench drew whistles from their pockets and commenced 
a most terrific concert, mingled with cries of Take the bouquet !”? 
All the Romans who were in the theatre, on the contrary, applauded, 
and cried ‘‘ Brava! brava! no! no! show them our sympathy,” 
At last the Romans, seeing that the French officers persisted, Ieee 
the theatre, the French desisted, and the act of * Columella” 
began. About fifty Romans then re-entered, when the Frenoh 
recommenced their clamours; a Roman then exclaimed, ‘ Let all 
Italians leaves the place!’ Butinstructions had been given to the 
gendarmes who were at the door, and who prevented the Romans 
from leaving. Meanwhile some French officers, having taken the 
stage by assault, forced the singer to appear with the bouquet, 
the cause of so much tumult. Madame Rebussini appeared, pale 
and dishevelled, with tears in her eyes; she held the bouquet in her 
lefthand. The French then loudly applauded, in the midst of the 
whistles of the Romans, and of the violent apostrophes they 
addressed to the singer for having (I think fortunately) given 
way. This will show you the state of feeling at Rome better than a 
thousand political harangues.

Mr. G. A. Walker (to whose book we last 
week referred) has so amply gone into this sub- 
ject that we gladly avail ourselyes.of certain par- 
ticulars which have, in the face “of great oppo- 
sition, been collected mt him with much labour 
and expense, and which, we think, must carry 
conviction to every well-informed and disinte- 
rested mind. 

We have before mentioned that the average 
mortality of the metropolis is annually 52,000, or 
in five years (the shortest term required for the 
proper decomposition of bodies) 260,000; and 
that the spaces appropriated for London burial 
could only contain 100,000 bodies; it follows 
that, in the above space of time, 150,000 bodies 
remain to be disposed of “ or, in other words, 
uninterred.”” 

«The proper average of burials is 136 per acre 
annually. ‘This simple fact will give an idea of 
what must take place, when either cupidity, ne- 
cessity, or neglect increases this average from 
136 to 3073, which is the number buried an- 
nually, per acre, in the burying-ground of St, 
John’s, Clerkenwell. ; 

«There are 182 parochial graveyards in, Lon- 
don; of these only 48 are confined within the 


proper limit of 136 burials to the acre.”

Within a 
period of fifty years about 80,000 bodies have been deposited 
there. Mr. Walker says :— 

«The number of burials was, on an average, 1500 per annum. 
Now, under any circumstances, the digging of 1600 graves yearly 
in the midst of such a mass of human remains, in every stage of 
decomposition, would be most injurious to the public health. I 
repeat that such material being constantly upturned, and offered in 
successive surfaces to the atmosphere, establishes a charge of great 
and gross dereliction of duty and obligation ; but as, in addition to 
daily and nightly practices the most scandalous and depraved, a 
systematic and unjustifiable process of rapid consumption of human 
bodies had been for many years in full and unchecked operation.” 

It must be evident to every one that this immense accumu- 
lation of bodies enclosed in coffins must, if fair play is allowed, 
add materially to the height of the surface of the burial- 
grounds. We have from numerous examples selected the 
shbrehyards of Old St. Pancras and St. Bride’s in Fleet-street. 
It will be seen that the present surface of the ground has been 
raised considerably above its originallevel.
